Summary of Hetvs from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
THE NEW PORTS. 

A man-of-war, which arrived at Shanghai from Osaka just as 
the present mail was leaving, brought news of the attack on Sir 
Harry Parkes, already announced by telegram, The outrage is 
stated to have been committed by a band of fanatics ; Sir Harry 
escaped unhurt, but eight members of his eacort were wounded, 
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Intelligence from Hiogo to the 23rd March does not quite 
confirm the information already received by telegraph of the 
execution of twenty or more Japanese for the massacre of the 
French sailors. It appears that the twenty-two were brought 
out for execution, but after two officers and nine men had been 
beheaded the French Minister interfered, declared himself 
satisfied and obtained the pardon of the remainder. £30,000 
sterling is the amount of the indemnity to be paid. It is to 
be hoped that this moderation of M. Roche may have the effect 
of stopping the blood feud created between Japanese and French 
by the exccution of Bizen’s karoo. 

The English and French Ministers, and some say the Dutch 
Representative also, have gone up to Kioto, where they expected 
to have an interview with the young Mikado himself. This 
would indeed be the crowning point of our intercourse with 
this country. The Ocean was. to leave Hiogo for Yokohama— 
nothing occurring to prevent her departure—on the 27th March, 
the Adventure on the following day. 

Business had been actively resumed; the people were re- 
turning fast into Osaka and Hiogo, confidence apparently being 
fairly restored. 

Of political news we have none of much importance. 
Letters from Kioto tell us of a proposition made by Satsuma 
to remove the young Mikado to some place of greater safety 
than the metropolis ; but this was opposed by the other chiefs. 
Three steamers have left Hiogo for the North, with troops to 
assist Sendal against the Prince of Aidzu, who has not yet 
given in his submission, and on whose conduct alone, as we 
mentioned last mail, now depends the question of peace or war. 
But as resistance will really be hopeless after the Mikado’s 
troops are in possession of Yedo, we may believe the reduction 
of the whole of the country to the north to be only an affair of 
a few weeks. 


YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to March 26th (six days later). 
The outward mail of Jan. 27th was delivered on the 21st of 
March. The events of the week are thus summed up by the 
Japan Times :— 

Before these lines are published it is probable that Yedo 
will have been occupied by the troops of the Mikado, and the 
administration of the Government of the late Shiogoon handed 
over to the officers of his Imperial Majesty. Stotsbashi has 
most distinctly and categorically submitted to the Emperor, and 
in circulars to the vassals of his house has advised all who owe 
him fealty and obedience to do the same. Abandoned by his 
foreign allies, with the prestige of his arms irretrievably gone, 
and the mysterious and time-honoured influence of the Mikado 
used against him by the southern Daimios with consummate 
skill—submission was clearly his best policy, his only chance, 
indeed, of safety for the present and possible advancement in 
the future. Intelligent, enlightened, and liberal-minded, as 
this young noble has shown himself to be, it would be a real 
calamity for his country, and for us also, if his victorious oppo- 
nents should proceed to extremities against him, This, we are 
glad to say, our information leads us to believe improbable. 

The news of the massacre of eleven French sailors noar 
Osaka will long ere this have reached our home readers via 
Nagasaki and China. It is with the sincerest regret that we 
have to record so quickly after its utterance the fulfilment of 
our prophecy last mail, when, referring to the judicial murder of, 
Bezin’s karoo, we wrote of it as establishing a vendetta. We 
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little thought how soon that death would be avenged, nor how CHINA. 
bloodily. It is impossible to deny the connection between —o— 
the events, as the advocates of our Ministers attempt to do— TIENTSIN. 















































A letter from this port, dated March 22nd, contains the fol- 
lowing :— 

On the evening of the 14th March the Yamuns reported 
that the rebels were at Heenheen, 320 li from Tientsin, and 
that they had been driven there after several severe actions 
with Ting-paou-chin. The Chinese merchants, however, men- 
tion the rebels as {being nearer at Jin-kew-heen, 240 li from 
Tientsin. On the 17th March I had a long conversation with 
a Chinese merchant who had arrived from Hokeenfoo the pre- 
vious day. He had been staying with a mandarin on the staff 
of Ting-paou-chin, He reports that Li-hung-chang, the 
generalissimo (Kiuchae Tachin) in the north, and I think 
known to your southern readers as “ Li-footai,” was expected 
from the south part of Chihle at Hokeenfoo on the 14th 
March, with the bulk of the forces under his immediate com- 
mand, after which it was supposed that the rebels would 
be attacked on all sides without many days delay ; that 
the Emperor had directed ‘ing-paou-chin (Governor of 
Shantung) to proceed to Tihchow, a border city of Shan- 
tung, to prevent the rebels going into Shantung; that the 
rebels, on the day he left Hokeenfoo, were completely surrounded 
by Imperial forces ; that almost daily fightiug was going on ; 
that, what with want of food and daily losses by fighting, the 
rebels could not hold out against the Imperialists many days 
longer. This man numbered Li-hung-chang’s army (the forces 
under his flag) at over 100,000 fighting men. @ says that 
Tso-tsung-tang has a very large force under his direct command, 
all placed on the frontiers of Shansi. He placed the chief rebel 
foroe at Po-ye and Se-heen, and said they numbered 60,000 
men. These places are about 360 lifrom Tientsin. Having 
been living amongst the Imperialists with the chief of the Com- 
missariat for nearly six weeks, this man was strongly tinged 
with Imperialist views of the rebels. 

We understand that his Excellency Sir Rutherford Alcock has 
requested Admiral Keppel to send an additional gun-boat to 
Tientsin, as speedily as possible. We are led to expect that the 
French, Russian, and American naval commanders-in-chief will 
also send gun-boats here immediately, with the view of giving 
protection to and watching over their respective national 
interests at this port. The only vessel of war at present at 
Tientsin, protecting the lives of foreign residents and their pro- 
perties, and in position for keeping open the communication, 
is H. B. M. gun boat Dove, Lieut. Dunlop. Her Britannic 
Majesty can, with just reason, expect that other foreign Guvern- 
ments shall contribute their quota of naval protection to the 
residents at Tientsin, by each stationing a small vessel of war 
in the port, while Tientsin may be attacked and occupied by 
rebels. 

Mr. Dick, Commissioner of Customs at Tientsin during the 
last twonty months, left this port two days back in the steamer 
Fusiyama for Foochow, to which port he had been appointed 
Commissioner of Customs. While Mr. Dick was in charge of 
the Customs at this port, he did much to simplify and facili- 
tate the transaction of business. He left this port respected 
by every one, and carried away with him their best wishes, 
He is a man of whom the Customs service have reason to be 
proud, 


their relation is simply that of effect and cause. And now 
where is the feud to stop? Both the Mikado and the Prince 
of Tosa immediately sent letters of apology expressive of 
their regret at the occurrence, and twenty-two men concerned 
in the crime have been executed. A hundred thousand dollars 
as provision for the families of the victims have been demanded, 
and it is presumable that so far as the French are concerned 
the matter is at an end for the present. If M. Roche has asked 
no more than this he has shown a wise moderation. The sup- 
port of forcigners is so essential to the Mikado and the Princes 
of the South, or rather any prolonged quarrel with us would 
so damage their cause, that they would give us anything 
we asked in reason, and what they can do to restrain 
the Samurai they will do. But what is the extent of 
their power over this class? Of much more importance 
to us is its goodwill than the offers of the Mikado, 
and that Frenchmen, at least, are very far from possessing at 
present, A Japanese noble cannot control his vassals’ swords 
as an English duke can command his tenants’ votes, and it may 
well be that the feud begun at Kobe is not ended by the 
slaughter at Sakai and its subsequent punishment. 

We have given no satisfaction to the Japanese for our original 
fault. The quarrel was begun by foreigners and from that 
point of view the Samurai look upon the affair and from no 
other. We hold that the blood of these eleven unfortunate 
Frenchmen lies, mingled with that of Bizen’s officer, at the 
door of those of the foreign Ministers who compelled the com- 
mission of the first crime. Justice will not be satisfied, the 
reasonable expectations of the Japanese cannot be met, the 
honour of the Western Powers they mis-represent will not 
be vindicated, and blood, European and Japanese alter- 
ately, will not cease to flow in this quarrel unless these 
men be recalled and their disgrace duly notified to the Govern- 
ment ofourally. This is a subject which should be argued dis- 
passionately. If so argued, without the introduction of any 
such disturbing element as national feeling, we shall be seen to 
be right. The man did nothing more than he held to be 
proper, and certainly nothing that European law holds to be so 
‘wrong as to merit capital punishment. A couple of French 
soldiers attempted to force their way through his line, in spite 
of repeated warning, and he resisted them, His demeanour at 
his death place supports us here. He spoke calmly and delibe- 
rately—said that he had been bornand bred a soldier, that he knew 
his duty, that he had done nothing but his duty, and would do it, 
were it to do again. We may be perfectly sure—we have had 
too dreadful proof—that his countrymen thoroughly sympa- 
thised with him. The Japanese saw in such a deed as that 
which our Ministers committed a frightful act of injustice, and 
other blood has flowed to propitiate the shade of the dead. 
We are all here, particularly Englishmen and Frenchmen, too 
apt to look at such an affair as this from the “d——d” 
nigger point of view. India and Algeria have blunted our 
sense of fairness. But it is to hoped—and we think believed 
-—that statesmen and Parliaments at home will see it in 
a different light. The result has shown that even the 
miserable excuse of expediency or necessity is inadmissible. It 
was a serious blunder, and its consequences no one can yet fore- 
see. And those who committed such a blunder, which has 
already cost eleven European lives, and may cost many more, 
are clearly unfitted for the work they were sent here to do— 
the protection of European lives and interests. In self-defence 
we demand their recall. 

Considerable interest. has been excited during the fortnight 
in a case in the American Consular Court, involving an amount 
of no less than $85,000. The owners of the steamer Osaca 
sue the Pacific Mail Company for that amount, for damages 
done to her on the night of the 25th ult., when she came into 
collision with the company’s steamship Hermann, The decision 
of the Court was reserved. 





, SHANGHAI. 

Advices from this port are to April 2nd. The English mail of 
Feb, 10th arrived out on the 27th March with London tele- 
grams to 29th Feb,; later telegrams to 10th March had been 
received by Grant’s line via Kiachta. There is little news of 
importance. We gather the following items from the orth 
China Herald :— 

The new flag of the North-German Confederation was for- 
mally hoisted on the 22nd March. The ceremony should have 
taken place on the Ist April, but was anticipated, as the 22nd 
March is the King of Prussia’s birthday. At 8 a.m., therefore, 
the Vineta and the German merchant ships in harbour hoisted 
their respective flags. At 9 a.m. a salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired from the former vessel to inaugurate the new tricolour, 
and at noon a further salute of twenty-one guns was fired in 
honour of his Majesty. 

The property known as Alpha Farm has been sold by auction 
for Tis. 2,300. Three lots of land at Sikawei brought Tis, 6 
per mow. Fora plot at Hankow there was no bidding. 

The French gunboat Deroulede has been sold by auction for 
Tis. 3,700. .. The Mirage was sold for Tls, 700.! 


NAGASAKI. 

At Nagasaki everything was quiet ; a brisk trade was doing 
in Enfield rifles, which sold readily at $15 each. 

The steamer Augusta is reported as sold for something 
between $60,000 and $70,000, of which $11,000 was cash 
down, and the balance on delivery of the steamer] at some 
place in the Inland sea. 


The Russian ship Ameliajwas bought by Messrs. Glover and 
Co. for $7,500. . nee 
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Report says that the steamer Douglas has been chartered by 
the P. and O. Company for six months, at $8,000 per month, 
charterer finding coal. 

The Taoutai has issued peermptory orders for the immediate 
interment of all unburied coffins within the district of Shanghai. 
He says, “ For two years past the Revenue Commissioners and 
military commandants have been urging this; the pencil has 
been worn bare with writing and the lips sore with speaking ; 
but no attention has been paid, and very few have, as yet, buried 
their dead. We have, out of our own stipend, interred in the 
neighbourhood of Shanghai more than six thousand of those 
who have no relatives or whose relatives cannot afford the 
cost of burial. Those too possessing the means have, by 
our orders, interred their dead. Still in many places the un- 
buried coffins are so many as to bo almost piled on each other, 
and now that the spring has come, the foul exhalations from 
these will be great; so our orders for immediate interment 
must be enforced, in order to avoid the outbreak of a pestilence. 
For the burial of the poor we have already given funds, and 
now issue this for the information of the natives and those 
from other parts, that all unburied coffins belonging to them 
must be interred before the Spring Sacrifices (12th of the 
3rd Moon, or April 4th). Neglecting this you will be brought 
before the Court and punished according to law.” 

Piracy continues to crop up occasionally about the mouth of 
the Yangtze. A Chinese lugger bound hence to Ningpo was 
attacked Jast week by two Cantonese and one Taysan pirate 
boat, close to the Ruggeds. Fortunately there was a breeze at 
the time, and the lugger was enabled to run away. There are 
five Chinese gunboats in port lying idle. 

The Bishop of Victoria has held a confirmation at Trinity 
Church, when twelve candidates presented themselves to receive 
the rite. His lordship and his acting chaplain, the Rev. George 
Vaughan have since left for Hong Kong. 

A gentleman attached to one of the men-of-war in port was 
violently assaulted a few days ago by some individual unknown. 
He was walking quietly down Peking-road when he was passed 
by three roughs, one of whom turned suddenly round and struck 
him a violent blow in the face, which felled him to the ground. 
No motive for the assault can be imagined, neither is the assail- 
ant suspected. 

An inquiry has been held into the circumstances under which 
the ship White Adder got on shore a few weeks ago. The pilot 
Hicks was convicted of want of proficiency, and suspended for 
four months, 

The wreck of the Mary Francis has been sold for Tls. 240, 
and the cargo for Tls. 80. We doubt whether purchasers will 
find much of the latter remaining. 

We regret to learn from Hankow that the Hankow Times is 
about to give up the ghost. The badness of the times and want 
of a responsible editor are alleged as reasons for the demise. It 
will be much missed, as it has been well conducted, and has 
contributed many useful articles on Chinese subjects, besides 
serving as a vehicle of news. We observe that a rifle meeting 
and athletic sports are announced for the 20th and 22nd April. 
The Shen-yeu-tai Bank affair remains in statu quo. 

The U.SS. Shenandoah is at Chefoo, on her way to Corea, to 
inquire after the General Sherman—a difficult enterprise, seeing 
the unknown state of tho coast and the strong tides. We hope 
she will be successful. A Chefoo correspondent writes :—‘ The 
Shantung Nienfei are said to be surrounded and broken ; but 
Chih-li is still in a very disturbed state. Trade, so far as re- 
turns go, is wonderfully brisk. I hope sales are keeping pace 
with importations. The weather is still execrable, windy and 
cold ; but wo live in hope that, in a few days, we shall have a 
change. The Chefoo 'Iaotai has been appointed Salt Commis- 
sioner at Hangchow, which is to be regretted ; as he is a gentle- 
man, and has shown himself well disposed towards foreigners.” 


HONG KONG. 

Dates hence areto April 8th. The outward French mail of 
February 18th arrived on the 1st April, with London telegrams 
to 6th March ; the English mail of Feb. 26th, which arrived on 
the 6th April, brought no later telegrams, owing to the rupture 
of the Persian Gulf cable. 

The only event of any interest is a meeting which took place 
at the Chamber of Commerce, to consider the system of licensing 
gaming-houses, at which some resolutions were passed con- 
demning the Ordinance, but the meeting was by no means 
Unanimous in adopting them. The following report of the pro- 
ceedings is abbreviated from the Daily Press :— 
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A general meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held on the 2nd 
April, for the purpose of considering the effect of the present system of 
Licensed Gambling on the Trade of the Colony. The following members 
were present :—Mr. Ryrie occupying the chair, Messrs. Taylor, Hitch- 
cock, B. Pallanjee, Rowett, Lapraik, Kaye, Macauley, Zimmern, Pyke, 
Duncangon, Deacon, and Bosman. 

The Chairman, in opening the meeting, said that he confessed that 
when the question of licensing gambling in this colony was first mooted, 
he was of opinion that it would not do any harm, and that it might be the 
means of doing some good; but since the system had been in operation he 
had made a point of asking the opinion of nearly every respectable Chi- 
nese with whom he had come in contact, and they one and all denounced 
the system as one which was creating much mischief to the trade of the 
colony, and this was the ground on which it came within the provin 
of the Chamber to endeavour to abolish it—that is, of course, t 
the information the other members had obtained led them to 
the same conclusion as that to which he had arrived. He un- 
derstood that one member of the Chamber was in possession of 
information showing that the gambling had diminished very mate 
rially the number of traders with small means—men who were in the 
habit of buying twenty, thirty, or up to fifty pieces shirtings, and taking 
them for sale to the various towns and villages in the neighbourhood. 
These men, seduced by the allurements of the gambling hells, had aban- 
doned their former occupation, and taken to the less laborious and seduc- 
tive, although risky, occupation of gambling. le must say that this 
view of the case had only been put before him by one or two of his 
Chinese friends. The great evil which he would urge, and the one which 
they already had, and could obtain more ample proof of, was the number 
of robberies from employers by shroffs and others engaged in collecting 
money, and he felt confident that many of the robberies would not have 
been committed were there not these public gambling-houses invitingly 
open. He should leave the matter in their hands, to give such expressions 
of opinion and pass such resolutions as they might think fit. 

Mr. Taylor said that the removal of the fear of apprehension and 
punishment could, he thought, have bat one result, and that was very 
widely and indiscriminately to increase gambling in the colony. There 
were now a set of men in existence who endeavoured to attract as many 
to the gambling table as possible. These were the gambling farmer and 
his associates, for it was notorious that the present farm was carried on 
by a joint-stock company, and it was their interest to encourage legiti- 
mate gambling to the greatest possible extent. The Government found 
this man and his associates a very convenient tool, but it could hardly 
be expected that he would serve the Government any further than his 
own interests were directly concerned. THe had first to make the sum of 
260,000 dols. to pay his fee, and a commensurate income with this must be 
over 400,000 dols., a sum of money that represents a vast amount of misery, 
and one which of itself, employed in legitimate trade, would do much to dis- 
pel the pernicious vice. Within his own personal knowledge he knew of 
the direst effects of this ordinance, some of which he would mention. His 
compradore could no longer trust a shroff to go out alone and collect 
money, on account of the attractions offered by the gambling-houses, and 
he was now obliged to send out two, hoping that one would be a check 
upon the other. There could be no question but that licensed gambling 
was most injurious to the trade of this colony, as many had found out by 
dearly-bought experience. He would offer the following resvlution :— 
“ It is the opinion of the Chamber that licensed gambling is affecting the 
trade of the colony injuriously by encouraging dishonesty amongst large 
portions of the native population engaged in business, and amongst the 
native employés of foreign firms.” 

Mr. Hitchcock, in rising to second this resolution, said that he had 
questioned a very respectable and intelligent Chinese merchant as to what 
he thought about gambling, and the reply had been that he thought it was 
very bad. Trade, to his knowledge, had fallen off 25 per cent. among the 
small traders, who had, no doubt, given up their business because they 
thought they could make an easier living at gambling. They also found 
a great deal of dishonesty among their shroffs and employés. One shroff 
be had known of was sent to collect 6,000 dollars; having obtained the 
money, he stopped, on his way back, at a gambling-house, and there lost 
690 dollars of this very money. In another case the shroff of a very 
large steamer ranning between here and Shanghai was found with a large 
deficit in his cash account a short time since, and on inquiring into the 
matter it was ascertained that gambling had been the cause. Iflere was a 
man who for many years had borne a most excellent character with his 
employers, and had always been found honest, through the influence of 
this very ordinance ruined, perhaps, for life, so far as obtaining employ- 
ment here was concerned. Among his own servants he had instances of 
dishonesty from gambling within the last few months, and some who had 
been honest and trusty for years he had been obliged to discharge. 

Mr. Bosman said he had taken some interest in the gambling licensing 
and when the question was first mooted several very respectable China- 
men had come to him, and asked him to use his influence (supposing 
that he had some) to get them the farm. The moment they did not get 
it they were opposed to licensed gambling. He agreed with those who 
had already spoken that gambling had a bad effect on the colony, but he 
would ask was the 400,000 or 500,000 dols. revenue now got from it 
any mort than had been paid, in another way of course, for corrupting 
the police and keeping up a system of spies. With regard to the in- 
stances cited by Mr. Hitchcock, he could aleo cite some instances. There 
was the great defalcation at the Union Bank in London, and in the 
Northern Railway at Paris, but from these he was not prepared to say 
that the Chamber of Commerce of either place had recommended that 
the Stock Exchange should be shut up. If this ordinance was repealed, 
then we went back again to the old story of corruption of the police, and 
all that took place before the ordinance was passed. He would therefore 
offer as an amendment to the first resolution :—" That before expreasin, 
an opinion as to the effects of licensed gambling, this Chamber shou 
appoint a committee to make the necessary inquiries as to the injury 
caused to the trade of this colony by licensed gambling.” 

Mr. Duncanson seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Ryrie said that his expericnce was quite different from Mr. Bos- 
man’s. His own compradore knew very well that at first he was in 
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favour of the gambling ordinance, but had nevertheless expressed to him 
emphatic disapproval. Another old Chinese friend, when hearing him 
express his approval of the measure, had replied that he was very mach 
surprised. : 

Mr. Taylor, in reply to Mr. Bosman's remarks, said that some time 
since there were public betting-houses opened in London, but the evil 
influence they exercised was so great that the merchants petitioned Go- 
vernment to shut them up, and they were accordingly closed. It was 
much better to have @ police corrupt than a whole community utterly 
corrupt. 

Mr. Bosman said only a few instances of shroffs gambling had been 
mentioned, and he did not think there was any immediate danger of the 
whole community being corrupted. 

Mr. Hitchcock said that he objected to Mr. Bosman’s amendment. He 
did not think the Governor wanted any suggestions from the Chamber as 
to his government of the colony. They were only called together to ex- 
press an opinion, and this was embodied in the original resolution before 
the meeting. 

The amendment of Mr. Bosman was put to the meeting, and Jost by a 
vote of 3 to 8; Messrs. Bosman, Deacon, and Duncanson voting in the 
affirmative. The original resolution was then put, and carried by a vote 
of 8 to 2, one member not voting. 

Mr. Rowett then rose, and said that he entirely agreed with what had 
been said by the supporters of the resolution just passed. His own com- 
pradore declared the present system to be most injurious. Very many 
who never gambled before do so now; and great numbers of those who 
would not have gone into the low slams where illicit gambling was for- 
merly carried on, do not now hesitate to go openly to the licensed 
gambling-houses to spend their own or other people’s money, as the case 
might be. The police force was, he thought, now very much changed 
from what it used to be. At present there was an active and educated 
man at its head, one who must be quite above collusion of any kind, and 
the entire force was of a much higher character. He would, therefore, pro- 
pose—" That it is the opinion of this Chamber that our present police 
force, with the aid of the influential portion of the Chinese trading com- 
munity (which would be readily given), are quite competent to suppress 
gambling.” 

Mr. John Lapraik said he had much pleasure in seconding this resola- 
tion. When he first heard of the gambling ordinance he was in favour of 
it, but since it had been in operation he had seen reason to change his 
views. Chinese property, he had good reason to know, had declined 25 or 
80 per cent., and he considered that gambling bad much to do with this, 
This was occasioned mostly by a decrease in the number of small shops 
open. These small traders had doubtless lost all their small capital at 
gaming-tables, and then been obliged to close up and leave the colony. 

Mr. Taylor said that when the Governor first came to the colony he 
had put down gambling for about two weeks’ without himself knowing 
it. He had sent round officers to say that he would not allow gambling 
in any form, but the Chinese, after waiting for a fortnight, saw no pro- 
clamation on the subject, and heard nothing further, they consequently 
concluded that these were the words of a man who did not mean what he 
said. When the present Governor of Canton first arrived, he gave a 
similar intimation, and followed it up by a proclamation, to the effect 
that he meant what he said, and the consequence was that gambling does 
not exist in that city. 

The resolution was then put to the meeting, and carried by six votes, 
seven gentlemen declining to vote. 

The meeting then separated. 














STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—-o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The first outward mail under the new contract—that which 
left London on the 6th March—reached Singapore on the 8th 
April, its due date. Advices from this port by the present in- 
ward mail extend to the 15th April, 

The Straits Times says :— 

In the Straits Settlements the fortnight has been rather 
a quiet and monotonous one. Politically there is almost nothing 
new. Our Legislative Council have not yet begun their labours. 
But the public have been gratified with a sort of Budget from 
the Auditor-General, in the shape of a comparative statement 
of the actual and estimated revenue and expenditure of the 
colony during the first nine months of the new regime 
up to the 31st December, 1867. The figures are upon 
the whole satisfactory. The colony has outrun the con- 
stable by $47,948, This is owing to an extraordinary outlay 
of some $125,000 for Government house and steamers, which 
was deliberately authorised. But for this there would have 
been a surplus of ordinary revenue over ordinary expenditure 
of $76,619 which is to say the least pretty satisfactory. 

The second Criminal Sessions of this year was opened on 
the 9th April by the Chief Justice. The calendar of crime 
was a very light one, there being only fourteen cases for trial, 
none of any importance or calling for any notice. 

The European community wero startled on Good Friday by 
the very sudden and totally unexpected death of the Commie- 
sioner of Police for Singapore, K. B. 8. Robertson, Esquire. ‘The 
loss to the colonial service is very considerable. Mr, Robertson 
was an able, energetic, and experienced officer, well acquainted 
With the manners, customs, modes of thought, and wishes of the 
natives, gifted with tact in dealing with them, and popular with 
all of them, and especially with the police force, towards whom 
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he always manifested a great and beneficial espri¢ de corps 
Quite a young man, his term of service extended over fifteen 
years, fully entitling his widow and family to a liberal pension 
from Government. wr | 

In commercial circles the chief subject of talk has been an 
exchange operation in Java by the Bank of Rotterdam, a young 
institution which seems taking firm root over the East, and is 
evidently determied to show a lesson or two to the older 
slower going banks who have not yet recovered from their scare 
at the smashes of two years ago. The Java Government, it 
appears, have been in the habit of interfering with the normal 
course of exchange by throwing its paper on the open market 
from time to time. The managing director of the Rotterdam 
Bank, Mr. Meyer, determined to stop this, and has bought upat an 
exceptional rate all the paper the Government can sell for the 
next six months, stated to be five and a half million guilders, 
and by this means he can now control the market. 

The weather has been characterised by great drought of late, 
and the wells are getting dried up. In fact only a shower or 
two within the last two days has put an end to serious incon- 
venience. This has directed attention again to our waterworks. 
We learn that the colonial engineer will have a report upon 
them ready very shortly, that several flaws have been discovered 
and remedied in their construction, and that it will be probably 
two months more yet before they can be fairly tried. 

The failure of a Chinese hong in the bazaar for, itis said, 
over $50,000, has given most of our merchants a severe rap 
across the knuckles, and is merely a repetition of the often- 
taught lessons to beware of giving reckless credit. 

We are sorry to learn that the Maharajah of Johore met with 
an accident whilst taking an evening drive. It appears that 
the horses took fright, the bridles broke and they made of 
at full speed and upset the carriage. Fortunately the Maha- 
rajah jumped out and merely sustained a slight injury on one 
of his legs, but the driver of the vehicle had his feet severely 
hurt, and the horses afterwards came into contact with a 
hackney carriage, which was smashed to pieces.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxouamMA.—No improvement in the market for imports can be re- 
ported, increased stock and the alarm caused in Yedo by the reported near 
approach of the Mikado’s troops had almost paralysed trade. For Grey 
Shirtings and Yarn, although a fair inquiry had existed, sales were small, 
dealers offering rates which only in a few instances holders were willing 
to accept; all other goods were entirely neglected. Deliveries, including 
two full cargoes to Hiogo, were rather small. Quotations were as fol- 
lows :—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 38} yds. 39 in., $2.30 to 2.40 per 
piece; 8 Ibs. 4 to 8, $2.80 to 2.90 per piece; 9 Ibs, $3.35 to 3.46, 
Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $41 to 43 per picul; Nos. 28 to 32, $42 to 
44 per picul; Nos. 38 to 42, $40 to 42. Camlets, BBB and §S, 56 to 58 
yds. 31 in., $16 to 17 per piece; Camlets, SS, 56 to 58 yds. 81 in., $15 
to 16 per piece; Camlets, SSS, 56 to 51 yds. 31 in., $13 to 14 per piece; 
Long Ells (assorted), $8 to 9.50 per piece, 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings: Prices of these goods had again advanced, 
chiefly owing to the better native advices from the northern market. Best 
Eagle chops had been sold to some extent at tls. 2.30 per piece, this being 
the closing quotation ; 7 lbs. Eagles had changed hands at 2 taels-per piece. 
Stocks in first hands were materially reduced. It is a fact worthy of note 
that the last foreign advices from Tientsin represented that market as 
quiet at rates under those current at Shanghai—while native information 
was such as to warrant an active inquiry at advancing prices. Sales for 
the fortnight from first hands, exclusive of goods sold to arrive, were 
estimated at 150,000 pieces. T-Cloths continued in good inquiry, and 
large sales were reported both on the spot and to arrive. Transactions 
since last mail, exclusive of those to arrive, were estimated at 75,000 
pieces. In other manufactures there was no alteration to notice. Metals 
—Iron: We have still to report a dull market for nail rod, sales only 
amounting to some 4,000 bundles; there had been no fresh arrivals, still 
no improvement was manifest, and the tendency seemed to be towards a 
decline in! prices hoop ; flat and round, no change. Lead continued firm, 
and we hear’ of offers, but not large transactions, at 6.35 taels; a fair 
business done during the fortnight, principally for export, 8,278 piculs re- 
ported outwards to Japan and river ports. Holders were asking 6.50 taels. 
Coals: During the fortnight a speculative demand arose for Cardiff and 
English coals, which resulted in putting the prices up for these kinds. Other 
descriptions remained as last advised. Cardiff: Sales had been made from 
ship at 11.7.5 taelsand 12 taels per ton. Godown coals were held at 18 taels 
to 13.5 per ton,’nominally. English and North Wales : Without arrivals or 
transactions. Anthracite: Without arrivals or transactions. Australian : 
Newcastle kinds had been sold at 10.7.5 taels from ship. Sydneys com- 
manded better rates, but were without arrivals. Japan: Sales of mixed 
cargo were made at 6.7.5 taels. Formosa: Without arrivals. Cargo quo- 
tations from ship: Cardiff, 12 taels per ton; English, 11 taels per ton, 
nominal; North Wales, 11.5 taels per ton, nominal; American, 13 taels 
per ton, nominal; Australian, 10.7.5 to 11.2.5 taels per ton ; Japan, 6.7.5 
to 7.5 taels per ton; Formosa, 6.5 to 7 taels per ton, nominal. The 
arrivals had been—3,566 tons from Great Britain, and 423 tons from 
Japan ; together, 3,989 tons, of which 2,642 tons were to order. 

Foocinow.—The sales reported were as follows:—Grey Shirtings, 8} 
Ibs., 1,600 pieces, at $3.10 to 8.25 per piece; do., 7 Iba., 1,000 pieces, 
at $2.75 per piece; T-Cloths, 2,800 pieces, at $2.25 to 8.20 per piece; 
Sandalwood, old, 300 piculs, at $9.30 per picul; do., new, 200 piculs, at 
$4.20 per picul. . : 

Hone Kone.—Cotton Yarn: Further additions to stock had led to very 
conservative action on the part of buyers, and the advance last noted had 
been entirely lost. Piece Goods: 7 lbs.. Grey Shirtings, 6 to 6.8 lbs, T- 
Cloths, Drills, and the better qualities of White Shirtings maintained their 
former values, but all other descriptions were lower. 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirt- 
ings had been entirely neglected. T-Cloths found more favour, and 6 to 
6.2 Ibs. tended upwards. Quotations for American manufactures were en- 
tirely nominal, there being none on the market. A parcel of 1,000 pieces 
Dutch Drills had been taken at $5.10 per piece. Woollens: Blankets were 
ont of stock, and assorted Long Ells were dearer, some slight demand 
existing, but other kinds had still further declined. Dutch Camlets had 
been quitted at a reduction of $2 from former values. Metals: A good 
demand had existed, and a general advance in values had taken place. 
Lead had been sold at $8. to arrive in two months’ time, and there 
were few sellers of parcels on the spot. Tin was nominally a little 
lower, but there was no stock, and first receipts would fetch full prices. 
Quicksilver was $1 per picul dearer. Coal: Arrivals since our last had 
been one cargo of Sydney to consumers, and a part cargo of 350 tons 
English, sold ex ship at $12.75. Sales had also been made of 300 tons 
English, ex ship, at $18 to 13.25, and 300 tons Sydney “to arrive” 
at $12. Stocks were far from heavy, and with advice of but few 
cargoes on the way to others than consumers, holders generally were

OHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


TEA, 

Yoxonana.—A good demand for shipment to America had continued 
throughout the fortnight, and settlements amounting to about 1,600 piculs 
had been made; arrivals having been on a very limited scale, stocks 
consisting of medium to fine grades had been considerably reduced, and 
were computed to be not more than 1,200 piculs. This had no doubt 
curtailed transactions which would have been considerably larger, but for 
the difficulty of doing business with so few holders. Prices had advanced 
fully one dollar per picul and the market closed very firm. The current 
quotations were:—Common, $18 to 22 per picul; good common $22 to 
24; medium, $24 to 26; good medium, $27 to 30; fine, $31 to 32; 
finest, $33 to 35; choice, $36 to 45. 

SuHanouar.—Black: Natives bad been firm in their demands for the 
very ordinary Tea, of which the stock had for some time consisted, and 
had succeeded in obtaining their prices when business had been transacted. 
The settlements consisted of third crop Ningchow kinds, at prices ranging 
from tls. 20 to 20.7.5. Quotations were unaltered. The stock had re- 
ceived no important additions, and was very trivial in size. Settlements 
for the fortnight, 2450 chests; Stock, 7 chops, or 450 packages. Green: 
Little had been passing in the market during the fortnight, and prices 
show no alteration. Common Fychow had been bought at tls. 27 to 
28.7.5, and Shanghai-packed at tls. 26 to 36. Only about 800 packages 
country packed Tea remained in stock. Settlements for the fortnight, 
1850 half-chests; reshipment on owners’ account, 590 half-chests; stock, 
8 chops, or 3800 packages. 

FoocHow.—No sales had taken place, nor had there been any arrivals 
from the interior, for which buyers were on the eve of departure. The 
contracts entered into, so far as known, were not in excess of those of last 
season, and advances were probably not quite so heavy; but there was a 
general expectation that there would be much competition up country for 
fine teas, and that prices paid for them would be in advance of those of 
last year, while lower grades would attract less attention and be, rela- 
tively, mueh cheaper. : 

Canton.—There had not been any transactions nor any additions to 
stock, which amounted to about 6,000 boxes of all descriptions. New 
Canton Greens would arrive to market in about three weeks from date, and 
Scented Teas about ten days later. Advices from the country induce the 
belief that a higher range of prices than last season would be paid for 
first parcels. 

SILK. 

Yorouama.—After the departure of the last mail business was con- 
tinued on about the previous scale ; arrivals however had been limited, and 
the assortment on offer had become correspondingly inferior. This added 
to last home advices had tended to check operations and all common sorts 
were not easy of sale at quotations. Finest silks continued to command 
extreme rates. Settlements were estimated at 600 bales, and the stock at 
700 bales. The quotations (laid down in London all charges included at 
exchange 4s. 3d.) were as follows :—Hanks—Mybash, Sinchu, &., Nos. 
1 and 2, 34s, 1d. to 85s. 5d. ; ditto, 1, 2 and 3, 30s. Gd. to 328. 4d. ; ditto

SHancHAl.—Mr. Holdseworth’s Circular dated 31st March is as follows: 
—“ The latest dates received from England are by letters to the 10th Feb- 
ruary, and by telegrams ria Kiachta to the 10th March, the latter giving 
more favourable accounts of the London market. Since the departure of 
the French mail steamer on the 27th instant, for which about 400 bales of 
silk were purchased, but little business has been transacted, the settlements 
being estimated at about 250 bales, making a total of 650 bales 
settled for the past fortnight, of which fully 250 bales are Throwns and 
Rereeled Tsatlees and Hainings. Prices for common silks have 
Tuled slightly under those current for the previous mail, the de- 
cline ranging from 10 to 20 tls. per picul, but chops and all good 
descriptions remain about the same as last quoted. Arrivals from the 
interior having come forward on a limited scale, the unsold stock is re- 
duced to 300 bales, including about 100 bales of Throwns and Re-rceled 
Tsatlees and Hainings, the quotations for the former being 460 to 
520 tls. per picul, and for the latter 550 to 590 tls. per picul.” 
The quotations (all charges paid to England at exchange 5s. 11d. per 
tael) were as follows :—Tsatlee, chop No. 1, 29s.

THE CHINA AND JAPAN STATION. 

On the 11th inst. the First Lord of the Admiralty in introducing the 
Navy Estimates said:—‘‘ With regard to the most important of all our 
distant stations, that of China, my hon. friend the member for Ponte - 
fract said last year that ‘We appear to have taken on ourselves the 
Quixotic duty of being sole protectors of the commerce of every civilised 
nation,’ and of carrying out the police of the seas for the rest of the world. 
But my hon. friend was probably not aware at the time that, while in 
the China seas we bad 36 ships, the French had at least 22 and the Ameri- 
cans 14; and if the force had been reduced, as he suggested—namely, 
from 36 ships and 4,082 men to 21 ships and 1,900 men, there would be 
the greatest danger to the safety of our commerce in those seas, now 
amounting to about £40,000,000, as well as to the lives of those engaged 
in it. (HHear.) Of course, we took the opinion of the Foreign-office on 
this subject, and sent them letters which we had received from Admiral 
Keppel, whose opinion we asked as to the strength at which the squadron 
should be kept. In his reply Sir H. Keppel says, ‘We have either too 
few ships or to many open ports where our Consuls require protection.’ 
Admiral King and Sir James Hope also concur with Sir H. Kepple that 
the China seas do require a large number of ships. It would serve as an 
illustration of the importance of having a atrong force of ships on that 
station to remind the committee that it had so happened that daring last 

ear a revolution broke out in Japan which ended in a civil war, from 
which the greatest danger was apprehended. In consequence of the un- 
settled state of Japan and the danger to our treaty rights, Sir H. Parkes 
wrote to Sir H. Keppel in November last requesting him ‘to concentrate 
at Hiogo as many of Her Majesty's ships as could be spared from other 
points,’ and added that ‘a similar course had been recommended by the 
representatives of those other Powers who had naval forces in Japanese 
waters.’ Very possibly by means of that demonstration we had been able 
to protect our commercial interests, and there had been no violation of 
treaty engagements. That is another proof of the valuable service which 
is rendered by our ships on foreign stations. It was only the other day 
that we had heard it stated that all the foreign Ministers had left Osaka 
and repared to Hiogo in order to seek the protection of the ships of war. 
I should like to know what would have been the conaequence if there had 
been no foreign squadron on that station? Well, last year the squadron 
consisted of 36 ships and 4,082 men ; this year it has been reduced to 34 
ships; but the reduction in the number of men is very small,—namely, 
from 4,082 to 4,008. The reason of that is that it was thought advisable 
last year to send out, on a special occasiun, a large ironclad, the Ocean, 
and we have now got therethe Rodney flagship as well as the large iron- 
clad, but that is an arrangement which will not be permanently required. 
I now come tothe East Indian station, which is the only one on which 
we have an increase, but this is owing to a cause which will be readily 
understood—the Abyssinian War. When that war broke out we had no 
ships at home, and we sent to the Brazils for two, and two also from the 
China squadron were placed at the disposal of the East Indian commander. 
Here again we had another instance of the advantage of having ships 
available on foreign stations, and Captain Edye, of the Satellite, rendered 
such valuable services in Annesley Bay, in the landing of animals and 
stores, that, but for him it is doubtful whether the war could have been 
brought to a close in one campaign.” 





Joun CrawrurDd.—This distinguished Oriental scholar and ethnolo- 
gist died on the I 1th inst., at his residence in Elvaston-place, South Ken- 
sington. He was bom on the 13th of August, 1783, in the island of 
Islay. His father, Mr. Samuel Crawfurd, a man of sense and prudence, 
was of an Ayrshire family. He had been brought up to the medical pro- 
fession, and, visiting Islay, married Margaret Campbell, daughter of James 
Campbell, of Ballinaley, the proprietor of a small estate which had been 
for several generations ia the family. Their son John was educated in 
the village school of Bowmore, and to the instruction derived from the 
maaster, Daniel Taylor, Mr. Crawfurd used to say he was chiefly indebted 
for his advancement in life. In 1799 the profession of medicine, for 
which he never had much taste, having been chosen for him, Mr. Craw- 
fard repaired for his stadies to Edinburgh, where he remained three 
years. In 1803 he obtained a medical appointment in the Indian 
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Service, embarked for India in April, and landed in Calcutta in Sep- 
tember of the same year. For the first five years of his residence in 
India he was employed in his professional duties with the army, chiefly in 
the North-West Provinces, in the neighbourhood of Delhi and Agra. In 
1808 the same duties took him to Penany, in the Straits of Malacca, 
where he began to devote himeelf to that study of the languages and 
manners of the Malay race which was destined to make him widely known. 
In 1811, having been brought under the notice of Lord Minto, then Go- 
vernor-General of India, Mr. Crawfurd was invited to ac:ompany him on 
the expedition which effected the conquest of Java. After that event, in 
consequence of hiz acquaintance with the Malay languages, he was ap- 
pointed to represent the British Government at the Court of one of the 
native Princes, and for nearly six years he filled some of the princi- 
pal diplomatic. offices of the island. It was then that he collected the 
materials for the work which he afterwards published, entitled, “‘ The His- 
tory of the Indian Archipelago.” Java and their other Indian possessions 
having been restored to the Dutch, Mr. Crawfurd returned to England 
in 1817, and in 1820 published the work just mentioned. In 1821 he went 
back to India, and shortly after his return was appointed by the first Marquis 
of Hastings, at that time Governor-General, to the Diplomatic Mission 
to Siam and Cochin China. In 1823 Mr. John Adam, ad interim Go- 
vernor-General, appointed him to administer the new settlement of Sin- 
gapore, on the resignation of its founder, Sir Stamford Raffles. In that 
position he remained three years, and concluded with the native chiefs, to 
whom the settlement belonged, the convention by which we hold its sove- 
reignty. In 1826 he returned to Bengal, and was forthwith appointed by 
the Governor-General, Lord Amherst, Commissioner in Pegu, and even- 
tually, on the conclusion of peace, Envoy to the Burmese Court. In 1827 
Mr. Crawfurd finally returned to Engiand, and in the following year 
ley an account of his mission to Siam and Cochin China, and in 
829 another of his mission to Burmah. After this period, long leisure, 
good health, and an inclination to study and capacity forjwork enabled him 
to keep up and perfect his stores of Indian and Eastern information. He 
was an indefatigable contributor to the Press on matters relating to the East, 
and indeed on many other subjects. In 1852 he published a grammar 
and dictionary of the Malay languages, and in 1856 a descriptive 
dictionary of Malay and the languages of the Philippine Archipelago, 
works which secured for their author the respect of the philulogical 
world. But this list of bis services and publications gives but a 
faint conception of the varied acquirements and genial character of 
the man whose loss is now deplored by a wide circle of friends. All mem- 
bers of the Geographical and Ethnological Societies will miss the tall 
form of the evergreen veteran who scarcely ever failed to take part in 
their discussions, and who, while stoutly maintaining his own views, showed 
a forbearance and courtesy in listening to others which might well be imj- 
tated by all members of learned societies. Of singularly simple and unos- 
tentatious bearing, few were more able, and certainly none more ready, to 
impart sound information to those who sought his advice and assistance, 
A self-made man, he showed none of that jealousy which sometimes makes 
self-made men believe that kind of creation ended when they were made, 
In society, ever hale and hearty in body, ever fresh and vigorous in mind, 
he seemed to be of no age in particular, but in some sort to belony to all, 
and thus men of a younger generation both loved and respected him; for 
they felt that near him they would find warm shelter, not cold shade, that 
any merit they might have would be fully appreciated, and that they would 
receive from the mellow octogenarian a sympathy and consideration for all 
shades and phases of opinion and thought, too often wanting in circles 
where men of science seem to meet rather as antagonists pitted against 
each other in an arena than as fellow-soldiers bound to combat ignorance 
and error to the death. One of the latest public acts of Mr. Crawford wag 
his speech at the banquet to General Cavenagh, reported in our issue of 18th 
March. Mr. Crawfurd leaves a son and two daughters to lament his loss. 


. Tue Coouir Mutrey on Boarp THg “ Esperance.”—A letter appears 
in the Standard as follows :—‘ In your journal there is a short account of 
a mutiny of Chinese coolies on board a ship bound for Havana. If your 
readere only knew the horrors of the coolie slave trade, I think most of 
them would wish that the wretches had succeeded, even in mutiny ; death 
itself would be better than the subsequent fate of the coolies on the sugar 
plantations at Havana, or at the work on the guano islands. Are all 
our members of Parliament 80 busy that none can be troubled to make 
themselves acquainted with the particulars of the detestable slave trade 
carried on under the name of emigration from the barracoons of Macao? 
No one can say anything against the admirable system as Pease 
under the surveillance of our consuls in China for supplying our Wes! 
India Islands with coolies; it is excellent. Far different is it from the 
kidnapping trade by which coolies are obtained at a much cheaper rate, 
there being then only one side tothe bargain. ‘The Foreign-office muat 
contain many despatches and accounts from the various members of our 
civil service in China, giving statements about the horrible traffic, ‘pig 
trade,’ ag the Chinese themselves call it, from the helpless way in which 
the victims are carried off and sold, first at Macao and then at Havana. 
Any influential person who may be disposed to take up the cause of the 
Chinese slaves must be prepared for considerable opposition, the trade 
being such a lucrative one to those engaged in it. Many persons of better 
European blood than the degenerate Portuguese of Macao are generally 
supposed to be implicated in the villanous but dollar-producing business.— 
l enclose my card, and beg to remain, yours, &c.,—Fanqui.” 


Lonpon Missionary Society.—The severty-fourth annual meeting 
of the above society was held on the lth inst. at Exeter Hall. Bir. W. 
FE. Baxter, M.P., presided, supported by Mr. G. Leeman, M.P., Mr. T. 
Barnes, M.P., and a large number of other gentlemen interested in the 
welfare of the society. The report read by the secretary stated that ‘ For 
thirty years, between 1831-61, throughout Great Britain and Ireland the 
receipts amounted to only £416,795; between 1861 and 1866 it slightly ine 
creased, and rose to £49,145; in 1867 it reached £52,601. This year it 
has amounted to £59,264, being an increase on the past year of £6,663.” 
The Rev. Newman Hall moved the first resolation, proposing the adoption 
of the report. The Rev. Mr. Murat, from China, seconded the motion, 
which was carried nem. con. A resolution re-electing the officers having 
been carried, a vote of thanks to the chairman closed the proceedings.

HONG KONG. 

THE recently published despatch of Governor MacDonNELL 
to the CorontaL SEcRETARY touches on some points that we 
should scarcely expect to find mentioned in a Blue-book. For 
instance, that terrible philippic against the “ waste and extra- 
vagance” indulged in by ‘those assuming the position of 
partners in the leading houses,” which occurs iu section 62, 
can hardly be considered in good taste. ‘True, the almost 
regal hospitality and munificence that were justifiable in the 
palmy days of the China trade are quite out of place in tnese 
later times of loss and disaster ; still, it is not easy to dis- 
continue suddenly habits that have been the growth of many 
years ; and, we believe, that except in a few cases, a good deal 
has lately been effected in the way of retrenchment. This is 
a point that his ExceLtency might have dealt more tenderly 
with, for ifthe merchants of Hong Kong have been profuse in 
their private expenditure they have ever been generous in their 
support of public institutions and in contributing to any project 
for promoting the general welfare of the colony. Besides, the 
crisis through which China has just passed has been in itself a 
sharp lesson, and might well be left to work out its salutary 
results in checking extravagance and over-speculation, without 
any gratuitous homilies on those vices from Sir RicHarp Mac- 
Donnewt. The despatch under consideration derives its chief 
interest, however, from these two circumstances; in the first 
place, it embodies the Governor’s defence and justification of 
his new scheme of legislation, and in the second it affords—at 
a most opportune time—strong evidence in support of the 
efforts now being made to throw off the odious burden of a 
military contribution. 

Under the first. head, the first noticeable feature is the new 











set of police and gaol regulations, which seem to have already | 


produced two most desirable ends ; a diminution in crime, and 
a saving of public expenditure. The wisdom of these reforms 
we believe has never been denied. Then we come to the gam- 
bling question, and find that Sir Rrcharp MacDonnett’s de- 
fence of his much-abused ordinance amounts simply to this— 
Gambling prevailed to an immense extent among the lower 
orders of the Chinese population, tending to perpetuate crime 
and disorder, and further to debase an already degraded and 
dangeroue class. There was no possibility of checking this by 
any means short of force, and the only force available, the 
police, was corrupted throughout by the owners of the gaming- 
houses. The idea of putting a stop to gambling being thus 
quite out of the question, it seemed to the GovERnor that the 
next best thing was to keep it as far as possible under Govern- 
ment supervision. This could only be done by licensing certain 
houses, the keepers of which would be certain, in pursuit of their 
own interests, to inform against all who might practise the trade 
without a licence. Thus the gaming would be brought practically 
within tangible limits ; but to keep order, even within those 
recognised limits, was impossible, without exacting payment of 
such o sum for the licence that its forfeiture would really be a 
heavy penalty. The receipt of any revenue from such a source, 


the Governor observes, is most distasteful to him, as well as to: 


Her Maszsry’s Government ; but no other expedient presented 
itself. And,as an experiment, we really cannot see why it 
should not be accepted. As regards the disposal of the revenue 
there need be no hesitation. It comes from a bad source—but 
that is no reason why it may not be used for a good purpose. 
This money, or some of it, formerly went to corrupt the police 
force ; let 14 now be spent in public improvements, and surely 
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[May 18, 1868. 
no one will deny that while in the former case it did harm, in 
the latter it would do good. We now come to the Stamp Act, a 
subject that has already been so fully argued that little remains 
to be said about it. From the first we recognised the expe- 
diency of the measure, and predicted that with some modifica- 
tions such as a short trial would suggest, it would be found 
neither oppressive nor unjust; and this scems to have been 
verified. When it has been working a few years and has lost 
its novelty, and when (as we must hope will be the case) an im- 
provement in the state of the colony admits of some reduction 
in the taxation, we should not be surprised if a majority of the 
colonists were to prefer the retention of the Stamp duties, and 
the abolition or reduction of some other impost. 

We have adverted to the tendency of Governor MacDonNELL’s 
despatch to support the recent petition of the colonists as its 
second chief feature of interest. With regard to the military 
contribution itself, he merely points out (clause 46) that the 
arrears are still unpaid, and likely to remain so, without dis- 
cussing the justice or injustice of the impost ; but at the out- 
set of his despatch he forcibly calls attention to the narrow 
limits of the colony and its totally unproductive nature, and at 
its conclusion he dwells on “the vast importance to Great 
“ Britain of this small and barren island,” pointing out its value 
as the most secure depot for military and naval stores east of 
Singapore, and the convenience of its splendid harbour and 
docks for our fleet. Clause No. 85 is still more emphatic :— 
‘‘There is, however, no parallel between'this and any other 
“ British settlement. It owes its importance to no productions 
“ or manufactures of its own. The very trade which it controls, 
“and the shipments which it orders, are for the most part con- 
“ducted many hundred miles away from Hong Kong. Jt is a 
“mere depot, which may be regarded as maintained for the gene- 
“ral conventence of Her Majesty's Government and of British in- 
“ terests, so largely connected with the trade of China.” The 
words we have printed in italics, coming from such a source, show, 
as conclusively as any argument can show, the glaring injustice 
of taxing the colonists for the maintenance of a force kept up, 
not for their needs, but “for the general convenience of Her 
Masxsty’s Government.” 





CEYLON AFFAIRS. 

THE colonists of Ceylon are to be congratulated on having 
such able and persevering champions in this country. Mr. 
Watkin and the other gentlemen, who lately failed to procure a 
select committee of the House of Commons to consider the 
Ceylon petition, have taken another step. On the 5th inst. a 
deputation, consisting of Mr. Watkin, M.P., Mr. Gorst, M.P., 
Sir Arther Buller, M.P., Mr. Robertson, M.P., Mr. Bazley, M.P., 
Mr. James R. Mellor, Mr. Bischoff, and Mr. J. M. Grant, waited 
upon the Colonial Secretary for the purpose of pressing on the 
Colonial Office the necessity of appointing a commission to 
consider the grievances of which the people of Ceylon now 
complain. Mr. Gorst introduced the deputation. It was 
stated that, in consequence of the falling off of the population, 
there had been an increase in the price of labour; that the 
desuetude into which the irrigation works had been allowed to 
fall had led to a decrease in the production of food, and a great 
part of the ill state of things in the colony was attributed to 
the manner in which the island is at present governed. After 
having heard several members of the deputation, the Duke of 
Buckingham stated that it would take some little time to con- 
sider the various matters that had been referred to, and he 
rather hoped to have the advantage of a personal interview 
with the present Governor, whom he expected here almost 
immediately, on short leave. Within a month he would inti- 
mate the course that he thought it right for the Government 
to take under the circumstances. 


The P. and O. Company’s new steamer Travancore, which is 
the largest vessel that has ever been built on the Forth, is now 
nearly completed at Granton, and she will be shortly ready for 
sea, The Travancore is a screw-steamer, 300 feet long, of 
2,300 tons burden, and with engines of 400-horse power. Her 
fittings are most elegant—the saloon, which is 70 feet long by 
15 feet wide, being particularly handsome. She will sail on 
her first trip from Southampton to Alexandria on the 30th 
inst., with ithe India and China mails. We understand that 
a contract has been made with Messrs. Day, of Southampton, 
for a steamer of 3,000 tons and 600-horse power, and a similar 
contract with Messrs. Denny and Co., Dumbarton.

HOW TO CIVILISE THE JAPANESE. 

In an article with the above heading the Examiner makes the fol- 
lowing comments upon the execution of Ikada Ise, the instigator of 
the outrage at Kobe :— 

It appears that some time ago a French soldier committed the 
wanton offence of breaking through a procession of Prince Bizen and 
his retainers, and the result was that he was wounded. The French 
Minister insisted upon redress ; and the Japanese Government, feeling 
no doubt that they were powerless to resist, delivered up the officer in 
command of the party, whose rank was that of a colonel in the army. 

The honour of the French nation had been wounded in the person of 
a dronken soldicr, and blood alone could wipe away the stain. The 
execution took place in a temple in Hiogo, and the company on the 
occasion was a very select one, composed of Japanese nobles equal in 
rank to the victim, and of one member of each Foreign Legation: 
The offending officer bore himself bravely; he declared that he felt 
himself innocent, and had only done what the laws of his country, his 
own sense of honour, and his duty to his Prince required of him. He 
might have added, he had only done what a French colonel would as- 
guredly have done to a Japanese, who should have wantonly broken 
the ranks of a regiment in the streets of Paris. Having made this 
statement, he plunged his knife into his body, and at the same time 
his friends decapitated him. The head was placed in a lacquer basin, 
and handed round to the Representatives of European Civilisation, with 
the pertinent question whether they were now ‘‘satisfied." Much 
sympathy, it is added, was felt for the victim of French susceptibility 
—who was, we are told, thoroughly ignorant of the rights and privi- 
leges of foreigners in Japan, and who suffered death without having 
inflicted it, for the French soldier survived his injuries. 

Onur readers may remember an English subject, Mr. Meagher, being 
cut down under similar but far less excusable circumstances, in the 

atreeta of Vienna, by an Austrian subaltern. Our demands for repa- 
ration were met by the assurance that the officer had only done his 
duty. It might be worth while to inquire whether the British Le- 
gation was represented at this disgraceful exhibition in Hiogo. Since 
then it appears a whole French boat’s crew has been massacred by a 
party of Japanese, and Sir Harry Parkes was, it is reported, attacked 


on his way from a visit to the Mikado. Of course there will be more 
reprigals on the part of the Europcans—Consuls will again and again 
combine and strike their flags, and by “ vigorous notes” exact ven- 
geance and blood-moncy ; but we shall not thus inspire the Japanese 
with respect for the character of Western civilisation. We only hope 
t may turn out that Englishmen took no part in playing the bully on 
this occasion, and in lending official sanction to the disgusting exhi- 
bition referred to. 








THE STEAMER “ QUANG-TUNG.” 

This steamer, which we have already noticed as under despatch for 
Messrs. Douglas, Lapraik, and Co., leaves Aberdeen on the 18th or 
19th for Hong Kong, calling in at Plymouth. 

The Quang-tung is a handsome vessel, brig rigged, 1,109 tons builders’ 
and 936 tons Customs’ measurement. Her engines are on the direct- 
acting principle, 170-horse power nominal, and fitted with all the 
latest improvements, including the newly invented apparatus which 
has been patented in Glasgow, for clearing off the ashes and clinkers 
through a tube which discharges into the sea, and which is supplied 
with a jet of steam of sutlicient strength to carry up all the refuse 
thrown in. This ingenious invention obviates the hauling up on deck 
now in practice on board all steamers, which is very troublesome 
and inconvenient in many respects. At the trial trip the speed 
attained was nearly fourtcen knots, with fifty-eight revolutions, 
and a pressure of twenty-seven pounds. All the machinery 
worked with great ease, and the ont-turn reflects the great- 
est credit on Mr. Russell, the superintendent of the engine 
department of the builders, Hall, Russell and Co. The consumption 
of coal is equal to about twenty tons perday. The draught of water 
on the trial was 14.6 aft and 13.3 forward ; the coals, &c., on board 
being equal to 650 tons. After the run at the two measured miles 
she proceeded for a few hours to sea, and gave general satisfaction. 
She is commanded by Captain Sheppard, and we trust she will have 
a safe and quick passage to Hong Kong. 





WE have received several communications complaining of the 
detention of the P. and O. Company’s steamers at Marseilles 
after the passengers have embarked. The Company now, in 
accordance with their mail contract, order the passengers to be 
on board at seven A.M. on the morning of departure ; the mails 
from London, as a rule, are put on board before eight, but the 
German and general Continental mails seldom or never 
arrive until past ten, and it is generally eleven before the 
steamer can sail. This is a very great hardship both on the pas- 
sengers and the company, for the delay involves a loss of steam, 
and in some cases jeopardises the arrival at Alexandria on Fri- 
day, as it is not possible to enter that port after dark. The P. 
and O. Company have, we understand, brought the grievance to 
the notice of the PosrmasTeR-GENERAL, and it is hoped that 
arrangements will be effected to enable the steamers to leave 
at nine at the latest, . 
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THE HONG KONG ASSOCIATION OF LONDON. 

The following are the speeches delivered by Mr. Wurre and 
Mr. SurHeRtanp at the interview of the deputation with the 
Duke of BuckineHaM on the 2nd inst. The presentation of 
the memorial itself to the House of Commons has been pur- 
posely delayed until after the interview with the Colonial Secre- 
tary ; and it is very fortunate that such was the case, for amid 
the confusion attending the late party struggle it would have 
had small chance of even a moment’s attention. When any- 
thing like quiet prevails in tho House it will be presented. 

Mr. Wire said that, although their numbers were not great, their 
interests were large in the colony of Hong Kong, and they all had a deep 
personal interest in its prosperity. Irrespective of such claims on the at- 
tention of the Colonial-office, they also represented an organisation which 
had recently been constituted at Hong Kong with the view to protect the 
interests of the colony, the residents of which were unanimously of opinion 
that they had grievously suffered by the requisitions of the Home and 
Colonial Governments. As the inhabitants of Hong Kong had practically 
no voice in the expenditure of the taxation levied upon them, it behoved 
the home and colonial authorities to be chary of exacting more than was 
absolutely required for the exigencies of the Government. He was led to 
believe that the present scale of taxation at Hong Kong—say from 18 to 
15 per cent. on rack rentals—was an excess of that levied on any other 
Crown colony. The colonists complained justly of the demand of the Home 
Government for an annual contribution of £20,000 towards the military 
expenditure. This complaint was not engendered by what the late Lord 
Castlereagh called ‘‘an ignorant impatience of taxation,” but was based on 
grounds which bad received the sanction of a high authority—the late 
Governor of Hong Kong (Sir Hercules Kobinson). Indeed the colonists 
would be content to rest their case, as put by the late Governor to the 
Home Government in 1863. Sir H. Robinson then alleged that the 
demand as originally made by the late Duke of Newcastle (a3 Colonial 
Minister) was based upon calculations of the permanent revenue of the 
colony, which were “ altogether fallacious,” as there would be no available 
surplus, and that outlay on public works which were assumed to be optional 
by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, were absolutely indispensable. 
The late Governor also urged that the liability of the seawalls and 
the roads to serious damage by typhoors and mountain torrents, imposed 
the necessity of providing for such casualties, and that in his opinion, as 
far as the colony was concerned, the military might be safely removed. 
He added, “I am justified in asserting that the troops stationed in Hong 
Kong are maintained there for national as distinguished from colonial 
objects.” 

He (Mr. White) would further remark that all the objections of the late 
Governor, in 1863, had been more than corroborated by subsequent oc- 
currences materially to the detriment of the colony. Since then, if he were 
not mistaken, two typhoons and two fires had desolated the colony; bee 
sides, the commercial crisis here had reacted terribly on the trade of Hong 
Kong. Indeed, strong as were the reasons against the levy of the military 
contribution in 1863, recent events and the present condition of the colony 
gave them ten-fold force. He had been connected with Hong Kong since 
its settlement, and when he first visited that island the Government abode 
was a mat-shed. Ile well recollected that then and subsequently when 
the Fokien and other native merchants wished to establish hongs in the 
colony, the local Government would not consent, the reason given being 
that the island was taken as a pied a terre for Imperial purposes, and 
that it was not wished to attract local traders. And such appeared to be ° 
the systematic policy of the colonial authorities. He (Mr. White) need 
not point out to the Secretary of State that if Hong Kong had been made 
an emporium of the junk or coast trade, the Rorperity of the island would 
have been immeasurably augmented, and the Brea of taxation greatly ex- 
tended and less burdensome than at the present time. Ile thought that 
colonies should be self-supporting, and he believed that had the original 
colonists of Hong Kong been left to manage their own affairs it would 
have been a self-supporting colony, as it would have become ere this the 
abode of the opulent hong merchants and an emporium of the coast trade, 
but for the express action of the Colonial Government. On reference 
to the official correspondence, it would appear that the late Governor 
would not have urged the establishment of the Mint at Hong Kong 
but for his wish to save the loss then accruing to the Imperial Govern- 
ment by the loss in exchange. The original estimate was £20,000, and 
the expenditure had been about £0,000, without any benefit whatever to 
the colony, at the expense of which it was constructed and maintained. 
Mr. White added that Mr. Sutherland, lately a member of Council, would 
next address his Grace, and that he (Mr. Sutherland), as well as other 
members of the deputation, would gladly reply to any questions that might 
be put, as they all had been in the colony more recently than himself. 

Mr. SuTHERLAND commenced by vindicating the motives of the colcnists, 
and pointed out that although they suffered from many grievances and 
disadvantages, they had confined themselves rigidly to the one subject in 
which they considered they had been unjustly dealt with by the Imperial 
Government, viz., the military contribution, and even this they represented 
only because they felt and knew that the colony had lost a consi- 
derable part of its former prosperity owing to the burdens which 
had been laid upon it, and that this downward progress would 
still continue unless some practical relief were obtained. Mr. White 
had spoken very fully in support of the arguments which had been 
brought forward in the Hong Kong petition, but there were one or two 
points which he thought it advisable to notice further. In the first 
place, the chief argaments advanced in that petition were threefold. 1st, 
that the troops were kept in Hong Kong nut for local but for Imperial 
purposes. 2nd, that the military contribution had been imposed under an 
entire misconception of the true state of the colonial finances. 3rd, that 
the revenue raised in the colony was already oppressive in the burdens 
which it imposed, but was still insufficient to meet both the ordinary ex- 
penditure and the military contribution. Te would only allude to the 
first two points by saying that nothing could be clearer than what was 
shown in the public correspondence as to the very mistaken estimate 
of the resources of Hong Kong to produce a revenue. It was there 
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shown, as the opinion of Her Majesty's Government, that the 
financial position of the colony would exhibit a large surplus every 
year, and had such an estimate ever been realised, no doubt there would 
have been a prima fucie case for debiting the colony with a military con- 
tribution. But so far from realising this surplus, his Grace knew well that 
every year lately had shown a very serious deficiency, and this in the face 
alao of increased taxation. He should not dwell upon the reasons for 
which troops were sent to Hong Kong. But they certainly saved the 
colony nothing in the way of a police force, and they could never be con- 
sidered of any value for the purpose of external defence. These, 
however, might now be considered as matters belonging to the 
past, and he would not dwell upon them farther. It was of 
much greater importance to consider the present position of the colony 
in reference to this contribution, and on this point he had no hesitation ia 
saying that the present revenue obtained from the colony was too great, 
that its prosperity had been seriously affected by the increased cost of 
living, more particularly among the native inhabitants; and that, so far 
from being able to meet a military contribution, he questioned very much 
whether the colony could clear its own expenses, 

He would ask his Grace to consider for one moment the past history of 
Hong Kong, and the conditions under which it existed, There was a barren 
island, so barren indeed that it did not produce a single article for consump- 
tion or use, and a few years ago wasentirely uninhabited, which bad grown 
up through a series of unexpected and fortuitous events intoa comparatively 
thriving and certainly useful colony. At the time it was established it 
was never expected to attain the success which it did nor to secure 8 
position independent of any support. For many years its revenues wera 
entirely inadequate to provide for its wants, but Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment considered the place of such importance to British interests 
that they freely granted a considerable subvention in payment of its 
expenses. Ilappily it was enabled by circumstances to emerge from 
that dependent state, and to relieve the mother country of all charge for 
its support; but no sooner did it gain this position than the Colonial- 
office threw it into a state of semi-bankraptcy by insisting upon ite paying 
this military contribution. It was a place absolutely without resources of 
its own, and had no manufacturing industry to render its prosperity per- 
manent. It wasa mere port of transhipment, which depended for its success 
entirely upon its convenience and cheapness, In this way it had grown to be 
what it was; but he contended most strongly that the moment the expense 
of carrying on business there exceeded certain limits, the trade which had 
grown up in connection with it would pass into other channels. Unfor- 
tunately, there was the atrongest evidence that this had to some extent 
already occurred. There were no reliable statistics of trade to be referred 
to, but there was a very suificient criterion to be had in the state of the 
population and the value of property. It was an undoubted fact that in 
both respects there had been a retrograde movement of a most serious 
character during the last three years. The population had declined, and 
there was a depreciation of at least thirty per cent. in the value of pros 
perty. These and many other facts, only perceptible to people on the 
spot, effectually demonstrate the principle which he had laid down. 
A diminution in the native population would, of course, result in the 
increase of burdens on the limited European class, and that this had taken 
effect already was proved by the fact that several Ecropean firms had 
moved their head-quarters from Hong Kong to Shanghai. Surely under 
these circumstance any policy which enhanced the drawbacks under which 
the colony laboured was a very unwise one for Her Majesty’s Government 
to pursue, for it would certainly end in the colony again requiring pecani- 
ary support. He could not conclude without pointing out the great need 
in which the colony stood of funds for various important works euch 
asthe praya, drainage, and roads. In these respects the state of the 
colony was greatly behind its actual wants, and every day these defi- 
ciencies became more difficult to remedy. From Icng experience he knew 
that there were no people more ready or more willing to bear any legiti- 
mate burdens than the inhabitants of Hong Kong; bat there was a limit 
which they could not afford to pass. Relieving the colony from the mili- 
tary contribution would not produce any magical effect, but it would re- 
move a very sensible and he believed an unjust burden, and do much to 
restore confidence in the permanent progress of the place. 





VESSELS FOR THE CHINA STATION, &c. 

We are glad to notice that at length some of the new class of gun- 
boats built specially for service against pirates are being despatched to 
China. The Dwarf, 2, twin screw (composite-built) gun-veasel, Com- 
mander C. Walker, sailed from Spithead for China on the 6th inst. 

The Avon, recently commissioned for China, is one of the new class 

" of gunboats built of wood on an iron frame, with twin screws of 120 
collective horse power. She is 464 tons burden, and carries 4 guns, 
viz., 2 20-pounder Armstrongs as bow and stern chasers, 1 64-poander 
shunt gun, and 1 6} ton rifled gun. besides a 24-pounder rocket ; and 
the crew are armed with Snider rifles. She is intended for the sup- 
pression of piracy in the China seas. Her crew consists of 70 men, 
and the following are the names of the officers :—Commander, G. D. 
Fitzroy ; lieutenant, John Hope; master, F. Williams; assistant-sur- 
geon, J. Shawood; paymaster, M. Mooney; engineers, Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Shawyer, and Mr. Grant; gunner, Mr. Nightingale. The lieutenant, 
Mr. Hope, has seen a good deal of service in New Zealand. 

The Meeanec line-of-battle ship, fitted out as a hospital ship for ser- 
vice at Hong Kong, arrived at Spithead on the 8rd inst. from the Nore, 
on her way down Channel, in tow of the Medusa. The Meeance has 
been ashore somewhere off Margate, and had to slip one of her anchors 
and a quantity of cable. The fault of getting the ship ashore is said 
to lie entirely with the Medusa, which had the line-of-battle ship in 
tow at the time, and two of her officers are under arrest in consequence. 
The Meeance remains for the present anchored at Spithead. 

On the 28th ult. an application was made in the Admiralty Court on 
behalf of Commander Morant and the officers and crew of Her Ma- 
jesty’s gunboat Grasshopper. It appeared that in a series of captures, 
commencing on the 19th day of November, 1865, twenty piratical 
vessels in the China seas had been seized by the plaintiffs, and that the 
estimated number of the crews of the piratical vessels was 4838. The 
Court decreed for the capture, and pronounced for the estimated num- 
ber of men. The Queen’s Advocate appeared for the captors. 
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Continental Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Rotrsrpam, May 6. 

The prolix debate in the Second Chamber of the States General, noticed 
fn my last letter, has resulted in a sharp party fight, in which the Ministry 
have vainly endeavoured to extricate themselves from a difficult position. 
The Minister for the Interior was the debater on the side of the Cabinet, 
and received the attack of the Liberal party in a very severe manner; 
whilst he held the rod of dissolution over the members of the Second 
Chamber. He, however, did not succeed in frightening them; and, as the 
final consequence, the budget of foreign affairs was rejected by 87 against 
35 votes. The Ministers then asked for their dismissal ; but in the mean- 
time a report was afloat that they had determined to dissolve the Second 
Chamber for the third time. I need not say that a thousand rumours are 
afloat as to the advice which the Cabinet has laid before his Majesty. 
The Liberal papers in general are of opinion that the Ministry must have 
felt that practically the Conservative game has been played out, and that 
it would be better for the future credit of the country that the Govern- 
ment should revert to their Liberal opponents. Bat, on the other side, it 
is said that Mr. Heemskerk declines to retire, and will merely fill up the 
places of Messrs van Zuylen and Schimmelpenninok, who will tender their 
resignations. Of course I am not in the secrets of the Cabinet, bat never- 
theless I venture to express my opinion that Mr. Heemskerk will tell his 
Majesty that he is still ready to carry on the Government. 

In any event some members of the present Cabinet will have to retire ; 
bu even then the crisis will not have ended. On the contrary, the contest 
will be again renewed, and from both sides the same facts will be brought 
forward, notwithstanding that they have been explained already a dozen 
times. The truth is that the Conservatives are at their wit’s ends for a 
course of action; they desire still to retain the reins of Government, but 
on the other hand they fear that their measures will create a breach be- 
tween the people and the Crown. They are quite aware that the Liberal 
party, instead of being as before dispirited and broken up, is like an army 
that has won a great battle, and is bound together by the memory of what 
has been done. 

A rumour reaches me at the moment of writing these lines that Mr. 
Van Reenen, the President of the Second Chamber—a half-and-half man— 
will be asked by the King to organise a Cabinet. I do not, however, 
consider this report well founded. 

Mr. De Casembroot, M.P., proposed an amendment when the budget of 
foreign affairs was| under discussion, to increase the salary of our Consal 
at Yedo, by an addition of 3,000f., in which event it would amonnt to 
15,000f. This proposal has, of course, no effect, pow that the budget 
itself has been rejected.

The Ministerial crisis has not advanced one step towards solution ; on 
the contrary, the position is more confused than ever, and at the moment 
of writing no conjecture can be formed, with the least certainty, as to 
what will happen. I need not add thet a great many rumours are circa- 
lating ; it is said that Mr. van Reenen, who had accepted the heavy task 
of composing a Cabinet, has declined the office, having endeavoured in vain 
to find the necessary colleagues. Indeed it seems impossible to organise 
a Cabinet affaires, a Ministry of fusion or transition, notwithstanding 
that circumstances are favourable for it. Mr. Jacob has refused to enter 
a Cabinet with van Reenen as Minister of the Colonial Department. The 
Dagblad concludes that now it is proved impossible to organise either a 
Liberal Cabinet or a Ministry of transition, there is no other alternative 
but for the Heemskerk Government to remain in power, of course with 
some modifications of the Ministry. 

Some papers speak about a Liberal Cabicet with Mr. Thorbecke’as 
Premier, and Mr. Mirandalle as Minister of the Colonial Department. I, 
however, repeat that these are rumours which later on will prove en- 
tirely without foundation. I think nothing will transpire officially with 
regard to the solution of the crisis, before the First Chamber of the States- 
General passes a vote upon the proposal of the five members to forward 
an address to the King, respecting the actual crisis and its origin. The 
Ministerialists, of course, have done their utmost to put down this pro- 
posal, but with an overwhelming majority (26 to 11 votes) the prise ew 
consideration in the sections was voted, and the discussions will begin at 
the sitting of next Friday. 

Another rumour says that Mr. Heemskerk will’wait for the result of the 
elections of the Provincial States—by which the First Chamber is elected 
—in order that if the Conservatives gain the majority he would dissolve 
both the Houses, There is some reason to believe that the actual 
ministers wish to remain in power, as they bave laid before the members 
of the Second Chamber several important Bills since they asked for their 
dismissal. 

The latest news from the Coast of Africa is very unfavourable. The 
natives were skirmishing with the Dutch soldiers and the latter were re- 
taliating. Our position seems to be threatened, while at the same time 
there is no sufficient military force to defend our compatriots. 


MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

Public securities are firm, but there is almost an entire absence of busi- 
ness. Should, however, foreign affairs remain in the same satisfactory 
state as at present, the public may perhaps be induced to come forward as 
investors. The prospects of a good harvest will also give encouragement.

THE AUSTRIAN EXPEDITION. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Austrian expedition to the Far East has now arrived at such a stage 
of forwardness as to be ready for constitutional discussion by the two Par- 
liaments of Austria Proper and Hungary. Herr von Gorove, the Minister 
for Commerce at Ofen-Pesth, has intimated at Vienna that the former 
offer of a fixed sum of 130,000 florins is withdrawn, and that Hungary 
will pay thirty per cent. of the expenses, but expressing a wish not to be 
called on for more than 100,000 florins this year. The despatch mentions 
the unanimity of all parties as to the value of the expedition, and the im- 
portant benefits likely to be derived from it ; and deduces from thisthat as the 
quota ef the expenses cannot be calculated by the proportionate numbers of 
the population, but solely by the power of exporting goods suitable for 
sale in the East, it is but reasonable that Hungary should have to bear a 
proportionately smaller share than the more commercial half of the em- 
pire; and therefore, with a proper respect for the dignity of the Hangarian 
Crown, the Government of that kingdom are ready to abide by their pre- 
sent offer. ‘fhe Austrian Government are now engaged in drawing up a 
Bill on the subject, to be immediately brought before Parliament as ur- 
gent, and proposing to grant a credit for the larger moiety of the ex- 

—because required for the fitting out of the squadron—as a supple- 
mentary addition to the Budget of 1868. 

Another piece of Austrian news is the failure of the “ First Export and 
Import Company” at Vienna, which was established not more than a 
couple of years ago with a great flourish of trumpets, and which I reported 
at the time in one of my letters in your columns. This unfortunate affair 
may interest many of your readers in the Far East, where several agencies 
were established. In the balance-sheet filed in the Court of Bankruptcy at 
Vienna, the debts and liabilities of the company are specified and amount 
to 446,268 florins ; whilst the assets—some of which, moreover, are doubt- 
ful—are only 219,546 florins, showing a deficit of 226,000 florins. The 
managing director was a Mr. 8, Auspitzer, and the other members of the 
board were, A. Wessenberg, C. A. Kohl, Felix Reuterer, Caspar Aufreiter, 
and J. Grillmayer. 





RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hasmpure, May 15. 

In the North German Federal Parliament Count Bismark has been de- 
feated for the first time. He proposed to contract a Federal loan for ten 
millions of dollars for naval purposes, and more especially for hurrying on 
the defences and arsenals at the future two great naval dockyards at 
Jahde on the North Sea coast and at Kiel in the Baltic. Parliament, 
however, refused to make any debts, and as the Budget for the army and 
navy for the present year has been passed some months ago, orders are 
already given for the greatest economy in both branches of the service. 
In the army fifteen men in every battalion are to be released from duty 
with their corps and permitted to return to their homes on furloughs 
of uncertain duration, though they are of course still liable to be re- 
called to active duty in case their services are required on a sudden 
emergency. In the naval department similar measures are being taken ; 
no more expensive Konig Wilhelms are to be ordered in England, one 
thousand seamen are discharged, the works at Jahde and Kiel, commenced 
so energetically, are discontinued, and the proposed expedition to the Far 
East is abandoned for this year, so that the inhabitants of Formosa may 
for the present sleep in tranquillity, without fear of a sudden coup de main 
from the black, white, and red flag. The JTertha and Medusa, which were 
selected for the expedition and were being fitted out as speedily as possible, 
so as to be able to sail at the end of this month, have suddenly received 
counter-orders and are to be dismantled and laid up in ordinary. 


COMMERCIAL. 

In Tea considerable sales have been made by dealers, principally in 
Congou, Souchong, and common to good ordinary Pecco, partly for ship- 
ment and partly on speculation. Tie sales by importers comprised 1,257 
quarter chests, and 558 eighths of Congou ex Oscar Vidal from Foochow, 
as well as 834 packages of Souchong, and 50 do. of Hyson per same 
vessel ; 909 chests of Congou ex Landerdale (via London); 474 do. Congou, 
and 101 do. Souchong ex Elizabeth Nicholson (via London), and 239 
packages of Souchong ex Grasmere (via Bremen). The prices of all de- 
scriptions are firm, and the market exhibits a tendency to rise. 

In floating cargoes of Rice no transactions are reported, but a large 
business has been done in cleaned grain at former quotations. Cassia 
Lignea continues in good demand at 12} schillings banco, but it is difficult 
to be had at that figure, as holders generally are unwilling to sell under 
12}. There is more inquiry for Cloves and higher prices are paid. Pepper 
firm. Spelter neglected, no sales being reported and prices looking down- 
wards. In discount no alteration.

VICE-CHANCELLORS' COURTS. 
THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

On the 7th inst. Vice-Chancellor Giffard decided the case of ‘‘ The Imperial 
Bank of China, India, and Japan (Limited) v. the Bank of Hindustan, 
China, and Japan (Limited).” This was a suit for the purpose of setting 
aside an amalgamation between the Imperial Bank and the Bank of Hin- 
dustan as against the plaintiff company, or, at all events, as against the 
plaintiffs, Martin and Higgs, and the other non-assenting shareholders of 
the plaintiff company, on the ground that the transaction sought to be set 
aside was ultra vires as to both the companies being neither an amalgama- 
tion within article 62 of tho articles of association, nor a transaction within 
the provisions of the 161st section of the Companies’ Act, 1862, and that 
the voluntary winding-up and special resolutions respecting the same were 
insufficient to authorise or validate the arrangement, and that the liquida- 
tors appointed thereunder were not thereby authorised or justified in giving 
effect to the arrangement, and parting with the funds and assets of the 
company without the assent of the plaintiffs and the other dissentient 
shareholders, It was also contended that the effect of the arrangement 
was to double the liability of the members of the Imperial Bank, and in 
addition to deprive them of the right of having any shares in the Bank of 
Hindustan, unless upon paying a premium of £6 a share, of which £1 per 
share, amounting in all to £20,000, was to go towards increasing the pro- 
motion money to be paid for the formation of the Imperial Bank. 

For the defendants, the Bank of Hindustan, it was contended that 
although the transaction could not be supported as an amalgamation under 
article 62 of the articles of association, it was wholly within section 161 of 
the Companies’ Act, 1862, It was also contended that the transaction was 
perfectly bona fide, as the Bank of Ilindustan was in flourishing circum- 
stances at the time of the amalgamation; and further, that, looking at the 
length of time that had elapsed, the liabilities incurred on the faith of the 
arrangement, and the impossibility of restoring matters to their original 
footing, the arrangement was one which ought not to be disturbed. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that the plaintiffs were entitled to a decree. 
It was admitted, and very properly admitted, that this amalgamation was 
one which could not be supported under the articles of association of the 
Imperial Bank, but it was rested on sec. 161 of the Companies’ Act, 1862. 
Looking at the actual terms of the arrangement,{they were something very 
different from that which was contemplated by section 161. It could not 
be maintained that an agreement which imposed upon each individual 
shareholder of the Imperial Bank the necessity of paying up £6 per share, 
not towards the capital from which be would derive the profits, but by way 
of premium, was an amalgamation or fusion of interests with the other 
company. With regard to acquiescence, the defendant company had as- 
sumed no liability whatever on behalf of the company whose assets they 
had taken; and further, it was very difficult to make out acquiescence in 
the case of acompany. The case of the plaintiffs was not embarrassed by 
that objection, and justice required that the transaction should be set 
aside, subject to this declaration, that inasmuch as many of the share- 
holders of the plaintiff company became shareholders in the defendant com- 
pany on the fvoting of the arrangement, the defendant company have 
vested in them all the rights of such shareholders in the assets of the 
plaintiff company. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
NAVROJEE V. THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA AND 
CHINA. 


This was a special case stated for the opinion of the Court, and raised a 
question as to what amounted to credit within the meaning of the 17 1st 
section of the Bankruptcy Act, 1849, which allows a set-off in cases of 
bankruptcy where mutual credits exist batween the bankrupt and other 
parties, 

Mr. Watkin Williams (Mr. J. A Macleod with him) argued for the 
plaintiffs; Mr. Joseph Brown (Mr. Cohen with him) for the defendants. 

The plaintiffa were formerly merchants in London, trading under the 
style uf Dadabhoy and Co., and used to send out to Bombay large con- 
signments of goods, against which they drew bills on native firms in India. 
The defendants, who have a branch bank in Bombay, were employed by 
the plaintiffs’ financial ageuts to collect the amount of their bills in India 
as they became due, and to remit the proceeds to England by draughts on 
a London bank in plaintiffs’ favour. On the 29th of June, 1866, the 
plaintiffs’ firm stopped payment, and executed a deed of inspection, which 
was subsequently duly registered. At the time of the stoppage the de- 
fendants had collected the amounts of certain bills drawn by plaintiffs 
against consignments to Bombay which had been handed them to collect, 
and they afterwards proceeded to collect others as they became due until 
they had received in all over £6,000. But at the time plaintiffs stopped 
the defendants were also holders of bills accepted or endorsed by the plain- 
tiffs to the amount of £8,300; and as these were dishonoured when they 
became due, the defendants claimed to set off against them the £6,000 
they had collected for the plaintiffs. It was strongly contended, on the 
part of the plaintiffs, that as they could have revoked at any time the 
authority of the defendants to collect the bills in India, and as, indeed, in 
the interests of the general body of creditors, such authority ought to 
have been revoked on the plaintiffs’ stoppage, there was no credit given 
by the plaintiffs to the defendants, within the meaning of the Bankruptcy 
Acts, and therefore no mutual credits between the parties; and a case of 
“Young v. the Bank of Bengal” (1 Afoore’s P. C. Report) was relied upon 
to support this view. 

The Court, however, held that this case was distinguishable, and that 
asa debt due from the defendants to the plaintiffs would be the natural 
result of employing them to collect the bills, there was a credit given to 
the defendants, and that they therefore hnd a right to set-off.

We understand that great inconvenience is experienced by 
merchants trading to Spanish colonics from the circumstance 
that captains decline to sign bills of lading made out “ to order,” 
a usage universally acknowledged and adopted in the commercial 
world. ‘I'his refusal, we are informed, results from the applica- 
tion by the Spanish Consul of an enactment of the Spanish 
Government by which masters arc compelled to submit all their 
outward manifests to the Consul before sailing, and which further 
specifies that such manifests must contain the names of the 
consignees of all cargo loaded. As the commercial code of Spain 
not only expressly states that bills of lading may be made out 
“to order,” but that they may be negotiated in the same manner 
as bills of exchange, it is surprising that the Spanish Govern- 
ment should disturb commercial operations by such measures. 
Representations made to the Consul on the subject have hitherto 
proved unavailing. 

It is understood that the Indo-European Telegraph Com- 
pavy, which was brought out about three weeks back, for the 
construction of a line to India through Russia and Persia, 
have obtained the whole of their proposed capital of £450,000. 
The Russian Government are stated to have placed a war- 
steamer at the disposal of the company for three months, to 
take soundings for the cable in the Black Sea. Meanwhile the 
Persian portion of the line will be commenced, and is expected 
to be completed within twelve months. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank of India, London, and China will be held on the 19th 
inst. The directors’ report is as follows :— 

The net profits for the year, after deducting charges and providing for 
bad and doubtful debts for that period, amount to £106,335 4s. 6d., or 
14 per cent. on the bank's capital ; of this sum £45,000 has been paid ia 
two half yearly dividends, and £47,832 17s. 10d. appropriated to meet 
losses arising out of previous year's transactions, leaving a balance of 
£13,452 6s. 8d., which the directors have placed as a special reserve 
against the remaining old accounts, which they consider it advisable to 
carry forward to the end of this year, when they expect to be able to 
make an accurate adjustment and full provision for them. 

The paralysed state of Eastern trade and exchanges, following the crisis 
of 1866, continued much longer than could have been foreseen, resulting 
in diminiehed business and profits for the last half of the year, and causing, 
as shown above, a more unfavourable winding up of previous year’s out- 
standings than had been anticipated. But the natural reaction from ex- 
treme depression has taken place, and the bank is now reaping the benefit 
of this improvement with every prospect of its continuance, so that the 
directors have good reason to look forward to an increasing, profitable, 
and safe business in the future. 

The directors retiring on this occasion are Mr. E. J. Gilman and Sir 
Fredk. Jas. Halliday, K.C.B., who, being eligible, offer themselves for 
re-election, and the court recommend them accordingly. 

The Royal Mail Steam Packet Company have, with the sanc- 
tion of the Postmaster-General, decided to run their Atlantic 
steamers through from Southampton to Colon, commencing 
with the vessel to leave on the 2nd of June next. There will 
now, therefore, be a first-class mail line between this country 
and the Isthmus of Panama, by which passengers for Australia, 
New Zealand, the North and South Pacific, Central America, 
&c., can proceed to Colon (Aspinwall) on board the same ship 
in which they embarked at Southampton. This arrangement 
will be beneficial to passengers proceeding to China and Japan 
via San Francisco.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
—o0—_ 
TEA. 

There has been a very quiet week in tea, owing to the extensive 
clearances in anticipation of the budget. Common qualities are well main- 
tained, and importers are firm, finer sorts of Congou and Souchong are 
decidedly difficult of sale. 

The Circular of Messrs. James Steames and Co says:—The consumption 
is considerably larger than last year, as will be seen by reference to the 
figures annexed, and the great demand for home trade and export still 
runs upon the medium and common sorts.
